The Machinery. 

The machinery consists of a steam 
driven triple expansion engine 
having cylinders 27 inches, 44 
inches, and 73 inches, with stroke 
of 45 inches. “Steam is supplied by 
three Scotch boilers of the usual 
marine type, having a working pres- 
sure of 180 tbs. per square inch. 
The boilers are arranged so as to 
be able"to burn either oil or coal 
as fuel, with Zulver Smith system 
and Howden system of forced 
draught.

THE FAR EASTERN GOVERNMENT. 


Leadon, May 4. 


In the House of Commons, replying to Mr. Lestrange Malone, 
Mr. Harmswerth said that the Government kad not received the 
Soviet Government’s wireless communication of March 29 sup 
porting the Far Eastern Ropuablic’s protest of March 13 against the 
self-elected Merkulov Government at Vladivostok selling Russian 
property, declaring that the presence cf Japanese military forces 
made tt impossible for the Far Eastern Government to prevent the 
White Guard from looting Rassian national property and alleging 
that the Allied ‘consulates were arming counter-revolationayy 
bandits under the pretext of maintaining order. The British Gov- - 
ernment, therefore, did not propose to take any action. . 

Replying to Lt.-Comdr. Kenworthy, Mr. Harmsworth said 
he had no information with regard to the Japanese Government’s 
plans for withdrawing troops from East Siberia. He had no 
knowledge of the alleged Japanese Governmerit oltimatum demand- 


Lt.-Comdr. Kenworthy declared it was nseless to waste time. 
at Genoa, trying to make peace with Russia in the West, when an 
associate Power was doing this in the East. 

At this point the Speaker intervened.

The Dail Eireann has appointed a committee, composed of 
five Free Staters and five of the Anti-Treaty party, to consider 
proposals for Irish unity. The committee immediately recommend- 
ed the cessation of hostilities, Numerous cases of arson and 
motor-car stealing are reported from Londonderry, -Tyrone and 
Donegal.

Appointment of Chief 
Inspector. 


The following message from 
Peking dated the 20th. ult is 
interesting, bat perhaps needs ta 
be treated with reserve. 

Serious difference of opinior 
appears to bave arisen between 
the Chinese Salt Administration 
acd the British Legation over the 
appointment of the Associate. 
Poreign Chief Inspector to act 
for Sir Reginald Gamble who 
is returning to England owing 
to ill bealth.. The Pekiog 
Ta Le Pao of Isst week car- 
tied a stroog statement of the 
care announcing that the Mimis- 
tertf Finance had appointed ap 
eminent British subject to the 
Post, Mr. F.C. Rose, C. IE. now 
Chief Engineer of the Chibli 
River Conservancy, and that 
interference in this  selec- 
tion by the British Legation 
would be an infringement of 
China’e sovereignty. Sir Regioald 
Gamble, according to statements 
made in Chinese, circles, wished 
to appoint Mr. W. R. Strick- 
land, now the English Secretary. 
to act in his abse ce, aod in this 
he is backed solidly by the British 
Legation. Mr Strickland they 
aver is not acceptable to the 
Chinese and they have pot forth 
many strong reasons against bis 
appointment to the position as 
chief. Attention is alsa called to 
the fact that the Minister of 
Finance bas the right to appoint 
the Associate Chief Inspector of 
of the Salt Administration and io 
this case has already selected a 
British subject, of excellent record 
who had previously the support of 
the British Legation. Its present 
support for Mr. Strickland, how- 
ever, basapparently beenso power- 
fol, that Mr. Rose who had elready 
accepted the position in writing 
was forced to withdraw bis accept- 
ance. Sir Reginald Gamble who 
was ready to leave yesterjay and 
was tobe escorted to Shanghai 
with great ceremony, including a 
private, car supplied by the Chi 
nese Government, has now can- 
celled his departure aod the 
situation is apparently deadlocked 
with the British Minisier making 
strong representations te the 
Waichiao, Pu and the Chinese 
Officials standing pat. A report 
waa published in the papers to-day 
that the Galt-Administration was 
considering the sppointment of 
Mr, Lennox Simpson, but this 
was denied. Several Chingse 
papers advocated it. .

“PARCICAL,” PASSPORT 
SYSTEM. 
Sir Thomas Fisher's Criticism. 

Sir Thomas Fisher, European, 
general manager of the Canadian, 
Pacific Steamships, Limited, in 
conversation in Londondenounced 
the passport system as affecting 
British subjects. 

“Whatever may have been the 
case during the war," he said, “T 
personally can see no earthly 
réason why in these days a British 
business msn comicg home after 
a trip abroad should have to pro- 
duce a passport before be can be 
admitted to bisown conntry. The 
whole thing is a farcical waste of 
the time of everybody ‘conceraed 
—farcical because thera is reslly 
nothing protective about it. Those 
who have reason to need them 
can obtain forged passports with- 
out much difficulty. I, bave 
koown of cases on board ousown 
boats—and there are other ways 
of getting into this or any other 
country when people set their wits 
to work. Why, therefore, waste 
the time and money of honest 
men just to put a not very for- 
midable obstacle in the way of 
the undersirables” I believa the 
system i maintained by the 
Government as an easy means 
of raising revenue and of provid- 
ing a horde of officials with some 
employment. British subjects 
going to Canada do not need pags- 
ports, and I certainly think that 
at least we should be allowed to 
travel freely anywhere within the 
British Empire without them.” 

The case of the Home Office 
authorities, as stated by an official 
of the Department concerned, ia 
tbat the possession of- passports | 
means a saving of time and 
trouble to British subjects arriv-- 
ing at British ports from abroad. 
said, they 

detainet iN their 
identity was properly established. 
With them they were admitted 
to the country without question. 
When it was said tbat the 
Canadian authorities did not re. 
quire British subjects ta produce 
passports, it should be remem. 
bered that they reserved to them- 
selves the right to exclude 
any would-be entrant altogether 
if the result of their exhaustive 
inquiries was not satiafactory to 
them. A means of readily identi- 
fying genuine British subjects

CHINA'S RAILWAYS. 
; — 

There is something incongru- 
ous about the discussion of loans 
to China for railway constraction 
at a time when the republic is 
again embroiled in fratricids} 
strife. Nevertheless, the address 
delivered in Peking by Mr. F. W. 
Stevens, the topreeentative of 
the American group in the New 
Cousortiuny and its reception in 
the capital, are metters of con- 
siderable importance. In one 
respect at least the subject bas = 
certain opportunesees. Exten- 
sive railway construction, linkiag 
north to south and east to west, 
with a network of connecting 
lines, would be a factor of prime 
importance both commercially 
and in that national anification 
which the War Lords have. only 
talked about when they have not 
been actively engaged in frastrat- 
ing it. : : . 

' Mr. Stevens quoted the history 
of the Western States of his 
country, which were, of course, 
the last to be developed. In his 
own lifetime they were a cor- 
paratively uninhabited tract save 
for the red man. To-day those 
States contain some 125,000 miles 
of railroad. China, a country of 
immense size irrespective of the 
outlying dominions, contains 
about six thousand. To aid in 
the development of an adéquate 
railway. system is the leading 
aim of the. Consortium. The 
Chinese, who looked upon the 
steam locomotive as the em- 
bodiment of demonology when 
the first line in the country. 
was laid. down, know better 


‘now. They not only need reil- 


ways; they wish for tham. 

Why then the deadlock? The 
New Consortium came into being 
in October 1920, and nothing has 
been dons. “ Foreign control ” is 
the bugbear. The bondholders 
naturally require security, entail- 
ing » measure of supervision, 
and the question of infringement 
of “China's sovereign rights ” is 
af once raised. Experience. has 
amply demonstrated the need of 
some degree of supervisiva, and 
Mr. Stevens gave an outline 
of. how this could be accorded 
consistently with China’s sover- 
eign, rights. He disclaimed 
altogether any ambition on the 
part of the Consortiam to acquire 
political rights; their purpose was 


simply to” ensure. such ‘supervi-| | 


sion of the working of the rail- 
waya by technical axperts, in 
co-operation with the Chinese, 
as would reasonably ensure pay- 
mant of interest and the eventual 
repayment of capital. This -is 
the rational view af the problem, 
and it is a step forward that 
Chinese-owned organs like the 
Peking Leader and the Peding 
Express are disposed to recognise| 
the justice of the conditions. 


Building Nuisances. 

There ara many very wise and 
sane bye-lawa in Hongkong 
which are naver enforced.. Ona 
of them is a regulation in re- 
gard to the dressing of granite, 
upon which we had something to 
say the otherday. We see that 
it is a breach of the Summary 
Offences - Ordinance to dress 
geanite or other stone on a build- 
ing site wheo sash dressing could 
bave been executed at a quarry. 
Yet the common. practice here 
seems to ba to prepare the stone 
oo the actual building plot, much 
to the annoyance. of. people who 
reside or work in the localities 
affected. But what is even 
worse is the cutting of steel 
girders on uilding sites. In 
Kowloon, at the moment, res- 
idents living in the neighbour- 
hood of certain new flats which 
are being erected have for days 
past hed their nerves put on edge 
by operations of this kind, the 
noise made resembling the dio 
treated in shipbuilding yards, 
Surely there is no necessity for 
this kind of thing. The con- 
tractors must know the aize of the 
gitders tbey require and could 
have ther, cotintocorrect lengths 
in their own yards. The mischief 
about ouisances of this kind is 
that if they are not checked in 
time they become the accepted 
practice. Maybe the building 
euthorities coald keep an eye on 
these annoying evils. 


Strange Procedure. 


When the ex-President of the 
Chinese Seamen's Union was re- 
cently sentenced totwelve years’ 
imprisonment forthe rurder of his 
wife.and wounding @ police con- 
stable who came to arrest him, the 
general opinion was that he got 
off very lightly indeed. He con- 
fessed, at first, to the major crime, 
bat ‘Jeter put up a balsboured 
defence which did not, however, 
result in his acquittal. Now 
be has been pardoned, not 
for any special reason except- 
ing_his “good services to the 
Government.” What those ser- 
vices were is not disclosed; in 
any case, they could not justify 
his prompt pardon. In the cir- 
cumstances, Chan's release must 
reflect on the administration otf 
justice in Canton and causs the 
law to be held in contempt. 
The inference from this case is 
that there is one Isw forthe com- 
mon people and another for 
labour agitators. Sun Yat-sen, 
as we all know, draws most of his 
support from the-labour organisa- 
tions, and that fact is sufficient 
to account for the pardon of this 
murderer. All the same, it 
roakes Sun's boast of ruling with 
justice and equity to be appre- 
ciated as its tree value. No 
wonder the Union lezders are 
“ rejoicing.” . ; 
Honouring the Bard. 


Poets, like prophets, are prone 
to lack honour in their own 
country. This is the case eveo 
in relation to the supreme 
minstrel, if sundry reports fo the 
papers from Home reflect the 
position truly. The plan for e 
National Theatre ia Shakespeare's 
bonour has. had to be abandoned, 
the theatre at Stratford bas been 
used a3 4 cinema-hall,; and no 
London manager can be found te 
stage the plays of Avon's bard 
with the ‘prospect of empty 
benches. Lovers of our grest 
poet and dramatist must consola 
themselves with the thought that 
bis fame and his appeal have 
reached other hearts.: Germany 
bas long honoured Shakespeare, 
and by dint of translations and 
commentaries, many sdmittedly 
admirable, has sougbt to fake him 
over fromi “a country unworthy 
of him,” as a Berlin organ, in the 
days of the war, described the 
Bard’s native land. Now the 
King of Siem, as “an. ardent 
admirer of the poet,” bas sents 
hundred guineas to the Shake- 
apeare Birthplace Trust and fifty 
guineas to the Memorial Fund 
for the playhouse in Shake- 
speare’s own town. Incidents 
like this should de something to 
révive enthusiasm in the English 
breast. The present apathy,. it 
must be. inferred, is » passing 
mood; “we who speak the tongue 
that Shakespeare spoke” cannot 
remain indifferent to the crown- 
head of English literature, ©

HONGKONG & CANTON. =~ 
A Plea for Closer 
_ Antercourse. 

The following letter has. been 
sont us for publication — 

Sir,—When calling upon Dr. 
Wu Ting-fang, the present Gover- 
nor of Canton on the Ist. instant, 
Dr. Wu remarked that ono of the | 
reasons that led him to teke up 
his present appointment was the 
hope that daring his inoumbenoy 
he might be able to assist in the 
consolidating of official! and com- 
mercial relationshipa between 
Canton and Hongkong. “Iama 
Hongkong man and was educated 
in Hongkong. Nearly all. the 
peopla in Hoogkong sre Can- 
toneaa; there ought to be no 
friction between the two places. 
The prosperity of Hongkong is . 
that of Canton. I wisb that the 
Hongkong residents would 
oftener visit Canton, get to know 
what is being done here 
and ‘neet us all face‘ 
to face. They do not come often 
enough. And instead of repeat-._. 
tng rmmours picked up here and 
there, Hongkong should gat its 
information first hand; we are al- . 
ways open to be visited.” 

Soch was the tenor, and in 
part the words, for Dr. Wo's 
opening remarks, given with 
every appearance of genuine 
feeling and desire. Witb his ap- 
proval this latter is sant ont and 
an invitation extended to men in 
both business centres: to form 
associations’ sand to exchanze 
occasional visits. 

The Hongkong Chamter otf 
Commerce took a great step when 
classes for the study of Chinese 
were inaugurated: it remains to 
continue the work begun and 
to resliss its logical aut- 
come——outual gatherings ‘for in- 
tercourse. Why should not the © 
two Chambers of Commerce have 
their annus! gatherings and din- 
ner, cow in Hongkong, now here? 
So likewise with the Association 
of Importers and Exporters ; with 
Bankers; with the Press; .with 
Edueational Circles; with Public 
Works, Sanitary snd Medical 
Circles. All these and other 
groups are’ represented hers by" 
live men, engaged in tasks of 
greater or Jess difficulty ‘and 
pursuing public services. aod 
business callings with Keen in- 
tent. 

Ths present times are not those 
}of Parkes and Alabaster; when the 
number of Chineas and of for- 
eignersunderstandingeach others’ 
Isnguage were few and openings 
for intercourse rare. Times have 
changed and it’ is possib’e to 
exchange ideas in both tongues 
and with an ever-increasing 
understanding born of intercourse 
and good-will. The Iste Goveroor 
Chen Chiung-miog jis animated 
by a similar spirit. Leaders may 
change, but friandly relations 
once sstablished, continuity of - 
sentiment and common interests 
will not ba broken thereby. * 

I venture with diffidence to add 
my own appeal, privately express- 
ed over msny years to my Hong- 
Kong friends, to that of Dr. Wa 
and closs with a remark lstely 
made to me by an old friend and 
perhaps Hongkoog's oldest bus- 
iness man:—” Harris, if- I bad 
my life over again, £ should learn 
Chinese and see much more of the 
Chinese thanI have done. I have 
a great admiration and respect 
for them ™.

The shipbuilding wage negotia- 
tions in London definitely broke 
oowa when delegates. assembled 
from tke various districts, reject- 
ed proposals put before them hy 
the Minister of Larqur, with the 
tacit approval of the employers. 

When the employers modified 
their offer (following upon Dr. 
Wacnsamara’s interveation) from 
a single first cut in the war 
bonus of 16s. bd. to one of 10s, 64. 
son March 29 and another of 6s. 
on April 26, they agreed to rec- 

_ ommend this to their federated 
firms on conditions that the 
negotiating committee of the 
men would agree todo the same. 

The committee was willing to 
do this, but the delegate meeting 
refused its support and the offer 
was consequently withdrawn. 

De. Macnamara again inter 
vened and succeeded in getting 
the offer revived on condition 
that both negotiating committee’ 
and delegates would take a free 
ballot to their members. 

Thisthe delegates emphatically 
declined to do, holding that they 
are responsible to their branches 
for advice and that to bind them-

decided to end negotiations.

A suggestion made by the men, 
that the employers’ proposals 
‘should be withdrawn for s period, 
to see whether business could not 
be restored on the presout wage 
basie, would, in the opinion ofthe 
employers, result in the complete 
collapse of the industry.

‘l raply to the Court, stated that he 
did dot see Hashimacto on thedey 
he assassinated the late Premier. 
Asked whether Hashimoto said 


that one who wag really bent on 
a deed did it without previou3 
avowal, Nakaoka replied in the 
alnrmative, bat he. said that be 
did not know whether Hashimoto 
said what he did in reference to 
the assassination of Mr. Hara.
